Mr. President and Members of the 


American Numismatic & Archaeological Society:- 


As I have been absent from the City during the greater 
part of the past year, I have but little to report except { 
regarding the U. S. Grant Medals; such correspondence as I 
have received and answered pertaining to other matters having 
been of no great importance. A few of our Corresponding 
Members have sent in their resignations, but most of them have 
expressed a desire to have their names retained on the roll. 

By a vote of the Society, ten Silver Grant Medals 


were struck and reserved for presentation as follows:-

a few days later Col. Frederick Grant wrote a letter thanking 
the Society in his Mother's name. A Medal was presented to 
President McKinley at the Windsor Hotel, by a Committee; they 
also presented one to Mayor Strong at his residence. Through 
the kindness of Archbishop Corrigan, I was enabled to forward 
to Rome a Medal which was presented to Pope Leo XIII, and 
His Holiness sent the Society a most graceful letter of 
eetentenen and thanks. All of the other Medals have been 
forwarded to their high destinations by Mr. George Frederick 
Kunz and myself. The gentlemen of the various Foreign 
Legations, to whom I have applied, have been most courteous 
and have done all in their power to assist in having the Medals 
presented With all possible dispatch. F 
The Society has received letters of accep tance and 
thanks from the Rulers to whom Medals have been presented. 


Six Silver Grant Medals were entrusted to me to be 


defrayed by them. The King of Sweden and Norway, the King of 


Italy, the Emperor of Austria and the Queen of The Netherlands 





have sent most courteous letters of acceptance and thanks; 

The King of Spain has not replied, and it is too soon to have 

heard from the Emperor of China and The Viceroy Li-Hung -Change 
There was also sent by private subscription a Bronze 


Grant Medal to General Joaquin Crespo, President of The 


Republic of Venezuela, his Son kindly consenting to be the rat 
bearer. The Society has received an autograph letter of 
thanks from President Crespo. 

While in Paris last summer three bronze Grant Medals 
were given to me, to be placed where I thought best, in the 
name of the Society. One I presented to the Mint Museum, the 
gift being subsequently acknowledged by a call from one of the 
officials and letters of thanks to the Society.
